Wasuinoror, Sept. 18.—The centennial an- 
piversary of the laying of the corner stone of 
the Capitol was celebrated solemnly and im- 
pressively on the broad plaza that, stretches 
out from the west front of the iding this 
afternoon. One hundred years ago to the 
day and hoor Washington, as Grand Master 
of the Free and Accepted Order of Masons, 
wearing anapronand sash woven by the 
wife of Lafayette, laidthe foundation stone 
ofthe great marble pile that is now the ad- 
miration of the world. This city was then a 
Village, its avenues, building and parks as 
yet unmarked upon the map. Escorted by a 
mali band ofcltizens, a troup of soldiery, 
his Cabinet and many ofthe {illustrious men 
ot his day, Washington rode to the forest- 
crowned hill on which the Capitol now 
stands to lay the corner-stone of that 
structure. Over the same route to-day Pres!- 
Gent Cleveland was escorted by cavalry, in- 
fantry, bands and a vast multitude of 
persons. 

The Goddess of Liberty, from her stand on 
the dome, lookgé down upon the gailly- 
decorated platforms on which, in addition to 
the orators of the day, there sat the mem- 
bers of both branches of Congress, the Judges 
of the Supreme Court, the members of the 
Cabinet and other dignitaries of the Govern- 
ment. Beyond she saw filling the plaza in 
front of the platform and extending far out 
into the radiating avenues a great concourse 
of citizens and civic soldiery. 

On the right of the platform was stationed 
the Marine Band underthe direction of Prof. 
Fancuilly and the chorus of 1,500 voices under 

the direction of Prof. lowaru. 
_ WNotsince the second inauguration of Presi- 

Gent Cleveland have the thoroughfares of 
this city been so thronged as they were to- 
day. And not since then has there been such 
@ display of civic and military organizations 
as that of to-day. 

Long before the hour for the parade to 
start the indabitants of Wasbington and the 
thousands of visitors from far and near be- 
gan to assemble along the sidewalks of the 
streets through which it was to pass. They 
crowded the steps and porticoes of the puDlic 
bulldings; they were to be seen on the house 
tops and peering from hundreds of windows 
in private houses. They watched and waited 
until the parade passed by, ana then there 
was an exodus from the streets and houses 
and housetops to the grounds of the Capitol, 
where the exercises were held. 

And while the people was gathering along 
the line of march there was a perfect pande- 
‘gonium of martial bands leading the way 
‘for soldiers and sallors and civic organiza 
tions to the rendezvous whence the parade 
was tostart. There was the steady tramp of 

the infantry, the rattle and clash of the 
Cavalry and the rumbling of the cannon of 
+ the artillery, mingled with the clang of the 
cable-car gongs and the shoutsof officers 
giving orders to their commands. Every- 
thing seemed to be in a hopeless tangle of 
confusion and the thousands who stood and 
sat watching seemed to wonder if order 
could ever be brought out of such chaos. 

The parade started from the White House 
and here it was the multitude of sightseers 
was the densest. A cordon of police kept the 
crowd away from the grounds and out of the 
way of the soldiers and civic bodies while 
they were forming in Une. Notwithstand- 
ing the fears of many, order was at length 
restored and the procession started from the 
White House to the east front of the Capitol. 

Gen. Ordway, the Chief Marshal, and his 
staf with a squadron of United Stutes cav- 
’ airy acting as an escort for President Cleve 
land in a carriage, led the way. In carriages 
' followed the orator of the day, William Wirt 
Henry of Virginia, the Governors of the 
various states, Chairman Lawrence Gardner 
and the specially invited guests—Troop A of

REFLECTIONS OF THE EXECUTIVE SUGGESTED 
BY THE CEREMONIES, 


The President was given a most enthasias- 


tic reception. He said: | 

While I accept with much satisfaction the part as- 
si to me on this occasion, I canmot escape the 
sober reflections which these ceremonies suggest, 
Those who suppose that we sere simply engaced in 
commemorating the beginning of a magnificént 
structure devoted to important pubilc uses, have 
Overiooked the most usefal and oy eee lesson of 
the hour. We do indeed celebrate the laying of a cor- 
ner stone from whieh has eprung the spien id edifice 
whose graed proportions arouse the pride ef Ameri- 
can citizens; but our celebratien is chiefly valuable 
and significant because this edifice was designed 
and plansed by great and good men as «@ piace 
where the principles ofafree representative gov- 
ernment should be developed im patriotic legislation 
for the benefit ofafree people. If representatives 
who here assemble to make laws for their feillow- 
countrymen forget the duty of broad ana disinter- 
ested patriotism, and legisiate in prejudice and pas- 
sion or ia behalf of sectionaland seifish interests, 
the time when the corner stone of our Capitol was 
laid andthe circumstances surrouading it will ant 
be worth commemorating. 

The sentiments and the traditiens connected with 
this structure and its founders belong to all the 
people of the land. They are most valuable as re- 
minders of patriotism in the diseharge of public duty 
and steadtast ness in many astruggie for tae public 
good, They sisofurnisha standard by which our 
people measure the conduct of those chosen to serve 
them. The inexorable application of this stand 
will always supply proof that our . 
men realize the value of the 
free institutions which were designed 
and bullt by those who laid the eorner stene of their 
Capitol, and hat they appreciate the necessity of 
coustant and jelous watchfalmess as a condition in- 
despensable tothe preservation of these institutions 
in their purity and integrity. 

I believe our fellow citizens have no greater nor 
better cause for rejoicing en this centennial than is 
found inthe assura:ce that their public servants 
whnoassemble in these halls will watch and guard 
the sentiment and traditions that gather around 
this celebration, and in the days to come those who 
shall n commemorate the laying of the corner- 
stone of their nation’s Canito! will uad in the re- 
cital of our performanee of public duty no less reason 
for eathusiasm and congratulations than we find ia 
recalling the wisdem end virtue of those who have 
preceed ub.

Thesolemn cere- 
monies ot that hour were conducted by Washington, 
not ouly in his office of Grand aster of Free- 
masons, butin the yet more august office of Preai- 
dent of the United States. Assis ing him in the 
fitting observance of these impre«sive rites were rep-

But the scene changes. More thane half century 
has passed, during whiehwe have eng*ged in two 
wars, one with England, in which we contested her 
sovereignty of the seas, and the o:her with Mexico, 
resulting in a tarce accession to our Western 
territory, already greatly enlarged by treaty. 
In the meanwhile portentous questions have arisen 
between the Northernand Southern States, threat- 
ening a disselution of the Union, African siavery, 
that baneful iegacy of our mother country, had been 
cast out of the Northern States, where it had ceased 
to be profitable, and had become more deeply rooted 
in the Southern State whese climate and agricul- 
tural system were better suited to ite existenee. A 
bitter contest had consequentiy sprung up between 
the sections over the balance of power in 
the administra ion of the Federal Government. 
This was made the more alarming by the 
radical difference ip the censtructions given te the 
Federal system. By the one party it was held to be 
a government of a pation, and that by the adoption 
of the Federal Constitution each State had merged s 
part of its sovereignty into that of the whole, which 
could not be recalled except by successful revoiu- 
tion. By the other party the Federal Constitution 
was held to be a com t between several States, 
each of which had the right — upon the legality 
of Federal acts, to nullify theif operation, If aeemed 
an infractien of the

Ite sessions in Philadjeiphia would pot have been 
memorable but for the great case of Chisholm vs. 
the State of Georgia, in which the majority of the 
courtihbeid that an aetion would lie by ea citizen 
against a sovereign State ofthe Union This case 
marked the beginning of a conflict between the Fed- 
eral Government and the States which agitated the 
court for the next seventy years and stil! occasion- 
ally engaged its attention. To this generation, 
aceustomed as it is to the prompt and cheer- 
ful acqiueseence of the pubiic in its decisions, 
the excitement created by this case can 
scarcely be realized, The State of Georgia not — 
denied its obligation to appear, Dut proteste 
against the injunction of the court and deciined 
even to submit an argument in its eon behail, but 
refused to obey the judgment, and annouaced the 
penalty of death against anyore who should pre- 
sume to execute final process withoutits jurisdiction. 
The popular prejudice against the decision fnaily 
culminated in a coostitutional amendment which 
practically mullitied the judgment of the court anp 
inhibited private actions against a State. Plain as 
this provision seems tobe, this amendment, so far 
from putting at rest the stability of a state, has been 
pregnant with litization to the present day. 

The vigorous life of the Supreme Court may be 
said to have begnn with the appointment of John 
Marshall as Chief Justice and the contemperaneous 
transfer of its sessions to a room in the basement of 

beneath the chamber of the 
court met here in August, 
the next sixty years, the 
most important in the history of the court, this 
vauited and gloomy crypt continued to be ite home. 
In this apartment were proneunced the great opin- 
ions which estabilshed the fane of Marshall as the 
expounder of the Constitution and the foremost 
juristof the century. The Constitution had been 
adopted by the vete of the thirteen States of the 
Union, but its construction was a work scarcely less 
important than ite origina! creation.

Inthe presence of both houses of 
Congress on the 30th day of April, 1789, in the city 
of New York, Washington had been fnaugurated 
Presitent. From that hour—the beginning of our 
Government under the Constitution—the Congress 
was held in New York, until 1790, therm in Philadel- 
phia until 1800, when, on Nov. 17, it first 
convened in Washinaton. The necessity of select- 
ing asuitabie amd central place for the permanent 
location of the seat of government early 22 the 
thoughtful censideration of our fathers. it cannot 
be supposed that the question reached a final deter- 
mination without great embarrassinent, earnest d18- 
cussion, and the manifestation of seetions! jeal- 
ousies. But, as has been well sald, the good 
genius of our system finally prevailed,’’ and ‘*a dis- 
trict of territory, on the River Potomac, at some 
place between the mouths of the Eastern Branch 
and the Connogacheague,’’ was, by act of Congress 
of June 28. 1790. accepted for the permanent seat 
ef the government of the United States.“

From the date last given until the burning of the 
Vapitol by the British in 1814, in the room now oc- 
cupied by the Supreme Court library, in the north 
wing, were held the sessions of the Senate.

The mode of election, tegether with the long 
term of service, uoquestionably fo:ters a spirit 
of conservatism in the Senate. Always organ- 
ized, it is the continuing body of our national 
legisiatare. Its members change, but the Seuate 
continues the same now a at the firsthour ef the 
Republic. Before no human tribunal come for de- 
termination issues of weightier moment. It were 
Idle to doubt that problems yet lie in our pathway 
as a nation as difficuit of solution as any thatin times 
past have tried the courage or tested the wisdom 
our fathers. 

Yet, may we not confidently abide in the faith 
that in the keeping of those who succeed the illus 
trious sages I have named the dearest interests of 
our country will be faithfully conserved, and in the 
words ofaneminent predecesser. thourh these 
marble walls molder into ruin, the Senate in 
auother ace, may bear intoa new and larcer eham- 
ber the Censtitution, vigorous and invielate, and 
that the last generation of posterity shall witness 
the deliberations of the representatives ef Ameri- 
can State still united, prospereus and free.

TOLD THE WHOLE STORY. 


The Boston Train Robbery Described by 
an Arrested Participant. 


MARQUETTE, Mich., Sept. 18.—An impor- 
tantarrest In connection with the express 
robbery at Hancock was made by the 
local police last night when George 
Kliberty was taken Into custody upon tele- 
grams requesting the Sheriffof Houghton 
County. Thisarrest has led to the appre- 
hensicon of seven others here and the 
recovery of a large portion of the 
booty. Kliberty is a locomotive fireman by 


occupation but lost his job when a general 
reduction was made in the mates orce of 
the Duluth, South Shore Atlantic Road 
a month ago, and since then 
has been intimately associated with 
Butler, King, Chettew and hard characters 
alleged t be implicated in the robbery. He 
was known to have been in company with 
Butler at Hancock slightly before the 
robbery, but could not located 
until yesterday. It was learned by officers 
that he was at his home here when the order 
for the assest immediately followed, 
Early this morning h was 
placed aboard the Houghton passenger 
train handcuffed to an omcer and in a state 
of great excitement. Before the train had 
gone half a dozen blocks Klib- 
erty made à clean breast of the 
whole affair to the officer. The train was 
promptly stopped, and the officer at once 
placed his prisoner in the Marquette jail, 
and Sheriff Dunn of Houston was notified of 
the confession, 

Press representatives are denied access to 
Kliberty, but enough das leaked out to 
warrant the statement that he revealed the 
entire plot and the part taken by each actor, 
Kliverty, from his training as a locomo- 
tive firemen, was selected to cover the 
engineer and fireman of the express train 
while the rest of the gang looted the safe of 
its contents.

BISHOP JANSSENS OF BELLEVILLE AD- 
_* DRESSES THE DELEGATES 


— — 


The Report of the President of the Society 
Shows It to Be in a Strong Condi‘ion 
Numerically and Financially — The 
Chairmen of the Various Committees 
Yesterday's Ceremonies. 


The thirty-eighth annual convention of the 
German Boman Catholic Central Society of 
North America began its session proper at 
8 o’ clock this morning in the school hall of 
8S. Peter and Paul's Church, at Bighth and 
Allen avenue, 

Prior to beginning their business session 
the delegates participated in a solemn high 
mass in St. Peter's Chureh, Rev. Fr. Koer- 
berl of St. Paul, Minn., officiated as cele- 
brant, Rev. Hegen of Belleville, III., was 
Geacon, Rev. Groll of 8S. Peter and Paui’s 
Church, was subdeacon and Rev. Geers of 
the same parish master of ceremonies. The 
pastor of 88. Peter and Paul's Church, 
Rev. Fr. Gotter, preached the sermon, which 
contained some excellent advice to the dele- 
gates. 

After mass the society assembled in the 
school hall,which had been decorated for the 
occasion with floral festoons and the mingled 
fags of the United States and Ger- 
many, while over the stage hung 
the papal colors, crossed with the stars and 
stripes. Banners bearing the coats-of-arms 
ofthe different States of the Union hung on 
the inner walls, while appropriate mottoes 
in German and English gave life to the other 
decorations and spoke of the mission of the 
society. 

After Hon. Adolph Weber had called the 
convention to orderand the secretaries had 
begun the preliminary exercises, Rt. Rov. ‘ 
Bishop Janssens of Belleville, III., accom- 
panied by several priests, entered the hall 
and was greeted with round after round of 
applause. 

Proceeding tothe stage he was introduced 
by the President and spoke to the Verein in 
response tothe hearty outburst which fol- 
lowed the introduction. The Bishop spoke 
as follows: 

BISHOP JANSSENS’ REMARKS. 

It was my intention to leave for home last 

night, but I could not decline the invitation 


of your committee to visit you inthis your 
first meeting. I hope that your de!!berations 
will be conducted inthe right spirit, in the 


spirit of unity and brotherly love. You are 
Matholic men, therefore you have at heart 
the welfare f the (atholicchurch. Noother 
society in the United States has been so 
powerfuland strong an ally of the church 
as the Central Verein during the thirty-eight 
years of its existence. Continue, then, to do 
— —to de faithful sons of the Catholic 
fhurch, the divine institution created by the 
Almighty for the salvation of our souls. Then 
your society will never cease to grow and 
fourish—which may God grant it will.’’ 

President Webber responded for tbe society 
and alluded feelingly tothe reception of the 
Verein in St. Louis and thanked the Bishop 
heartily for bis speech, The society then 
knelt and received the benediction of the 
prelate soon after which he withdrew. 

Secretaries Schiffer of Covington, Ky., and 
Stechel of \illwaukee, Wis., proceeded with 
the roil-call whieh showed nearly 200 deie- 
gates present. 

Letters of regret were read from the Apos- 
tolle Delegate, Archbishop Satolli, trom 
Bishops Ryan of Alton, Spalding of Peoria 
ess mer of Green Kay, Dr. Otto ZarJetti of 
St. Cloud, and Archbishop Rademacher of 
Fort Wayne. 

The report of the President was then read 
and from this was gathered the condition of 
the soclety,a summary of which ts as follows: 
Membership of the 842 local societies, 47,845; 
treasury and reserve fund, $880,827.39; num- 
ber of members receiving assistance, 6,529; 
assistance reniiered these, $155,548.86; num 
ber of members who died during the year ,838; 
amount of death benefits pid, $126,816.32; 
total assistance rendered during the year, 
$282,859.68: new members received during the 
year, 4,841; members dropped, 1,896; new so- 
Cleties formed, 16; membership in these, 715. 

Thereport states that the order is now 
spread through twenty-eight States. 

The secretaries then announced the 
sonnel of the various committees.

An animated dis- 
cussion followed, some of the delegates 
insisting that these complaints be referred to 
committee for arbitration; others, whose 
position prevailed, that they be first read in 
committee :f the whole. 

The remainder of the session was consumed 
in the consideration of these complaints, 


some of which were of a very trivial char- 
acter. 

There was considerable difference

o’clock this afternoon. The announcement 
was made that the delegates will be to- 
night guests of the Marquette Ciub, after 
which adjournment was taxen till 2:30 p. m.

THE BRECKINRIDGE CASE. 


The full statement of the case of Miss 
Pollard against Congressman W. C. P. 
Breckinridge for breach of promise, which 
appeared exclusively in yesterday’s Sun- 
DAY Post-DisPatcH, was the first pub- 
lication of all the facts upon which this 
notable case is based. It embodied not 
only a story of absorbing interest, but the 
most formidable indictment in its line 
ever brought against an American public 
man. 

In this remarkable statement Congress- 
man Breckinridge is charged with the 
most heinous of moral and social offenses. 
He is presented as a social beast of prey, 
an unscrupulous seducer of innocence, a 
liar and hypocrite of the most sneaking 
and detestable nature. It is possible that 
he may have become enmeshed in a chain 
of circumstances, capable of gross miscon- 
struction through a-tissue of clever false- 
hoods. But if he is a victim he must 
prove it. The allegations against him bear 
all the marks of truth. They are suscepti- 
bleto substantiation or disproof by wit- 
nesses of high standing. Even if they are 
partly true and partly false, there is a wide 
margin of condemnation. 

As a public man Congressman Breckin- 
ridge cannot dismiss these charges with a 
statement that they are ‘‘vexatious and 
vindictive.’’ They are undoubtedly the 
one and may be the other, but they are 
more. They cannot be smothered by com- 
promise or met by technical victory in the 
courts. Nopublic man, with a tithe of 
these charges unanswered, can ask public 
forgiveness or expect any measure of con- 
fidence and honor from the people. 

Judgment should be reserved until Con- 
gressman Breckinridge has been heard in 
his defense, but he must answer the 
chargesin fullor stand convicted atthe 
bar of public opinion of one of the black - 
est of crimes.

The progress of Dublin’s 
Lord Mayor across the country in the full 
panoply of office, attended by his Town 
Clerk, his Mace Bearer and his Sword 
Bearer, would arouse a wave of popular de- 
light and enthusiasm, It would do much 
to raise the spirits of the American people 
out of the slough of depression and de- 
spond.

The system of permanent or continuing ap- 
propriations began 101 years ago. Since that 
time it has grown intoa great abuse. There 
are certain Government affairs for which 
money in ever-varying amounts must always 
be available. Provision for these can de 
made only by permanent, continuing appro- 
priations. Buta great variety of other mat- 
ters have from time to time been added to 
the list. The Billion Dollar Congress in- 
creased it largely in order to prevent any 
reduction of expenses by the Democrats, 
The result has been greatly to embarrass 
revenue calculations, to introduce uncer- 
tainty and extravagance at many points and 
to abridge the power of Congress to exercise 
a due discretion in regulating the annua! ex- 
penditures. Mr. Sayers, the new Chairman 
of the Appropriations Committee, proposes 
a radical reform. He will prepare a bill re- 
moving from the permanent list every ap- 
propriation which does not manifestly belong 
there, and he calculates the amount of such 
at about 380, 00% 000 a year. He estimates that 
under the reformed system Congress can 
effect a clear saving of $30,000,000 a year on 
these items. The-reform is badly needed,

Archbishop Kenrick and His Critics. 


To the Editor of the Post- Digpatch: 

Iam neither Protestant nor Catholic, in 
the ordinary acceptation of the words; con- 
sequently can have no sectarian interests in 
the matter. 1 have not the honorof an ac- 
quaintance with the venerable incumbent of 


the archiepiscopal diocese of St. Louis; 
consequently can have bo personal interest 
in the matter. “ But it seems to me that his 
great age, his great ability the distinguished 
part he bas played in the history of his 
cnurch, tosay nothing of the dignity of his 
high office, eutitie him to at least decent re- 
spect from the clergymen under his juris- 
diction. Having always believed that such 
respect was a part of their imperative relig- 
ious duty, Lhave been both surprised 
and shocked at reported remarks 
of certain priests of this city 
in regard to the actions, 
motives and mental condition of their ec- 
clesiastical superior, and as to what ought to 
be done with him. I am old enough to remem. 
ber the time when such remarks froma 
priest of the Catholic Church would have 
subjected him to unpleasant pains and pen- 
aities, which the Catholic laity would have 
unanimously declared were richly deserved. 
Now-a-days there is evidently no fear of such 
punishmert before the eyes of priests, else 
they would furnish less material for repor- 
torial zeal and less amusement for the un- 
godly. It is a very. striking ease of The 
King is dead! long live the King!’’—of turn- 
ing the back upon the setting sun todo 
homage tothe rising. 

‘These cjerical critics would do well to re- 
member that they are injuring nobody and 
nothing but themselves and their church. 
Peter Richard Kenrick was famous before 
they were born and will be famous long after 
they are dead and forgotten. They should 
remember the eloguent words of Archbishop 
Ryan a few years ago, which came from the 
head as well as the heart: My spiritual 
father, than whom there is no greater or 
Detter man in the church of God to-day.’’ 
Let them “assume a virtue ifthey have it 
not’’ and Instead of publishing to the world 
the alleged infirmities, weuknesses and éc- 
centricities of their octogenarian chief 
throw the mantle of Christian 
and Catholic charity over these 
frailties inseparable from advanced age 
and which must soon be buried with 
him in the grave. When that day comes; 
when the historic figure of, in some respects, 
the most renowned of the archbishops of our 
generation passes from the stage—it Is pos- 
Die that these ungenerous -critics may feel 
both shame and regret. It is certain that 
their st:ongest title to public remembrance 
will be the fact that neither his services in 
the past, his eminent position in the Catho- 
lic hierarchy, his falling powers of body and 
mind, nor the sorrows that have darkened 
his declining years, were sufficient to protect

The great marvelis that an edifice of 
such exquisite grace, beauty, symmetry and 
grandeur could have developed from the suc- 
cessive additions, enlargements, alterations 
and modifications of a century. From the 
ceremonies of the laying of the southeast 
corner stone, Sept. 18, 1798, by President 
Washington, assisted by the Free Masons of 
Virginia, to the centennial observances of 
to-morrow is a farcry, but the shining tem- 
ple of liberty fitly measures and symbolizes 
the splendor of the shrine and the passionate 
consecration of its worshipers. 


THE INADEQUATE WHITE HOUSE. 


Its contemporary, the Executive Mansion 
or White House, remains unchanged, and its 
accommodations are grotesquely inadequate 
to the demands ot social and officiallife. It 
seems like an affectation of rusticity that the 
council chamber, reception-room and clerks’ 
offices of the Chief Magistrate of the United 
States should be on the same floor and imme- 
diately adjacent tothe boudolr and bedroom 
of his wife and the nursery of his baby. The 
average citizen in ordinary circumstances 
would not tolerate such publicity. It is 
curious that among all the suggestions of 
improvement, noarchitect has proposed the 
addition of a third story to the main building 
and the construction of a wing towards the 
Treasury, corresponding to the conservatory 
on the west, into which the executive offices 
should be removed. This would leave the 
White House exclusively for the family and 
guests of the President, and for occasions of 
state ceremony. 

COMPARISON WITH THE HOUSE OF PARLIAMENT: 

The English Houses of Parliament, or the 
New Palace of Westminster, as the building 
isoficially designated, isan immense quad- 
rangular structure at native magnesium 
limestone rising directly from the level of 
the Thames in the noisiest and densest part 
of London. A granite parapet and embank- 
ment wall extends for 1,000 feet along its 
river front, affording a broad, sheltered and 
secluded terrace, upon which open the 
libraries of the Lords and Commons, the 
Conference Ohamber, smaller rooms for re- 
freshments and the use of cOmmittees and 
the official residence of the Speaker. Here 
the women, excluded from the galleries, re- 
sort as guests to drink tea and discuss poli- 
tics with the members in their hours of ease, 

This eastern facade, which is the most im- 
portant, can be studied satisfactorily only 
from the river. It has three stories above 
the ground floor, with corner towers, already 
crumbling and 8 from the mordant 
es smoke and weatber. Though it 
has only been occupied since 1853, the build - 
ing looks like everything else in London, as if 
it was centuries old. 

The other fronts are more broken, less

I have ad- 
dressed public assemblages in various 
characters, as a slave, as a fugitive slave 
and as a freedman, but to-day, thanks to the 
genius ot the American people, 
Speak to ou as a friend and 
fellow-citizen.

Louis 
will not be ashamed of having tendered so 
cordial a reception to one of my color, and of 
my antecedents.’’

THERE 18 NOT NEAR ROUGH BOOM FOR 
THE SCHOLARS. 


Miss Howard Doing the Best She Can 
Under the Ciroumstar ces—Situation at 
the Madison and Clinton Schools—In- 
terviews With Frincipale—Necessity 
of Relief at Once. 


Considering the difficulties they are labor- 
ing under the public school principals take 
matters ina very good-natured and phi'o- 
sophical way. Of course, the present con- 
Gitions show a most enviable thirst for 
knowledge anda most encouraging growth 
in population. Yet it is from a practical 
standpoint very inconvenient and clumsy. 
No one fora moment thinks of anything but 
commendation for the increase in pop- 
ulation, but there is over all 
a lurking suspicion that the 
honorable gentlemen whose duty it is to pro- 
vide proper facilities for teaching the young 
idea how to shoot, are, to say the least,show- 
ing rather bad judgment and very little fore- 
sight in making their plans. 

OVERCROWDED SCHOOLS VISITED. 

Visits wefe made to three schools to-day 
which are crowded up to their limits in the 
lower grades, The frst one visited was the 
Madison school, on Seventh street, Just south 
of Chouteau avenue, where Mg. Wm. Carr 
Dyer is principal. The Madison school is 
made up of twenty-five different and 
distinct class rooms, Mr. Dyer, 
when asked if he suffered any 
inconvenience in handling his classes, or 
found it more dificult to handle them in 
large numbers, sald by way of preface: 

Fou see, we are in a very populous dis- 
trict, and have an enrollment of about 2, 
scholars. Strange as it may sound, out 
or the 2 who start in not 
more than twenty of these ever finish the 
eighth grade. Fromthis you can judge how 
— we have in the lower grades. They de- 

n dropping off very young and leave school 
oto go work. I am not so crowded 461 
might be because at the n of 
the scholastic year 1 drew the lnes 
very strictly and would accept none out of 
my district. Had 1 throw the doors open 
however, there is no telling what woul 
have been the result, as the school is very 
popular. 

* Do you find it harder to handie a class of 
sixty or sixty-five than one of nfty?““ 

‘*That, of course, depends upon the 
teachers. Someofthemare accustomed to 
handling large classes and get along very 
well, otbers not having the same experience 
find it rather hard at rst.“ 

Ho do you — the pressure in these 
cases?’’ was asked. 

‘‘Ikeepan accurate record and have fre- 
quent review exercises, and whenever I find 
scholars who are exceptionally good I pro- 
mote them right away. In many instances 
the classes are not far apart, and it isan 
easy matter to move up two or a dozen schol- 
ars. and thus relieve any particular room. 

Mr. Dyer seemed fairly well satisfied al- 
though he was running what might de 
termed full handed and seemed to be able to 
cope with the existing difficulties, 


AT THE CLINTON SCHOOL, 

The next school visited was the Clinton on 
Grattan street, near Hickory street. Mr. 
Edward H. Christie, the principal, was seen 
and asked how he was getting along with 


his crowde¢ rooms. Mr. Christie did not 
seem to think he was contending with any 
unusual difficulties. He said: 

„„We have a hundred or two over last 
year’s enrollment, but we have lots of room 
upstatrs, and 1 am just beginning now to 
bring about some changes. There are a great 
many pupils who should be in higher grades, 
but at the first outset it takes some time to 
find out who these are. We have about 
reached the point where we can promote 
those who Geserve it. We profit doubly by 
this because we relieve the crowded rooms 
and do justice to the scholars.“ 

„Do you find it more dificult to handle 
classes of sixty or over than smaller ones. 

„Of course, every one does, yet none of 
ours are so large as to make them overcum- 
persome. You see the Clinton School has 
had a very large enroliment for the past 
three years and we are accustomed to it. 

CHILPREW IN THE HALLS. 

The next school visitea was the Chouteau 
School, on Ewing avenue and Kutger street. 
The old school building at 2809 Ohouteau 
avenue has been abandoned and the new 
building on Ewing avenue occupied since the 
beginning of the school year. It is asad 
commentary upon the foresight of the 
school directors when the new building not 
yet finished is socrowded that plans are al- 
ready being made to put in additional rows 
of seats and use the halis for study-room 
purposes. The butlding is a well made 
modern affair, but the yards for the scholars 
have not yet been ones nor pavec. There 
ig no fence uround it, and when out of school 
the children must either go out into the 


streets or home.

noon. Miss Orella Howard, the Principal, 
spoke very frankly eoncerning the condition

We can put in extra benches and desks, 
and up stairsI think Ican put seats in the 
hall and make room enough in that way. We 
are crowded, I mustadmit, but in spite of 
all that we manage Very well and get as good 
results as can be expected.’

here are too many scholars for the schools, 
or rather not enough schools for the 
scholars. Itis out of the question to restrict 
the scholars in any way, 80 that the only 
way out of the difficulty is to give them more 
brain and elbow room. *

THE WISCONSIN FOREST FIRES, 


Ashland Visited by the Blaze That Has 
Devastated 200 Square Files. 

ASHLAND, Wis., Sept. 18.—Church services 
were rudely disturbed yesterday by repeated 
firealarms. Citizens had been arriving all 
morning trying to escape the forest fires. At 
noon cinders and smoke biinded all who re- 
mained outdoors. The flames rushed in from 
the Odahah Indian reservation. Over a 
thousand volunteers alded the Fire Depart - 
ment. 

The Water-works gave out at 8o’clock in 
the afternoon, and the chemical engines 
could not check the flames owing to the 
prevalence ofa gale. Kolling stock was run 
outtothe lake front. A hundred families 
are homeless, and twenty men succumbed 
to the heat and went to the hospital. No 
rain has fallen since July 10. Three families 
perished near Marengo. The large iron plant 
at Parishville ison fire. Firemen wear wet 
sponges and goggles, yet must retire from 
the heat every few minutes. 

A settler named Egstrom is crazed by the 
loss of his wife and children. His hair and 
clothing were burned from his body. 

The fire now covers 200 square miles and is 
speeding north. Loss to 1 is $5,- 
000,000. A woman and baby have been picked 
up near White River road. It is supposed the 
husband perished. The child has since died.

Return Made By the Child’s Mother To- 


Day. 


The returns in the Brant habeas corpus case 
were filed this morning. This is the pro- 
ceeding where R. C. Brant and Mrs. Alma 
O. Brant claim custody of Amy Brant, an 11 
year-old girl, and where the father last 
week undertook to abduct the child, but 
failing, sued out a writ of habeas corpus. 
Upon the preliminary hearing before Judge 
Withrow it transpired that both parties were 
Claiming the little one under decrees of dt. 
vorce obtained in Oregon, but it seemed that 
Mrs. Brant’s decree was the earlier one. 
— rs. Brant’s return is in substance as fol- 

ws: 

A denial that Amy Brant is unlawfully 
restrained of her liberty by the respondent 
Or any one else at 1019 North Ei teenth 
Streeth,and a denial that R. C. ‘Brant is 
legally or in any manner entitled to the cus- 
tody of the child, and alsoa denial of ti- 
tioner’saverment that Alma C. Brant and the 
Carpenters are unfit persons to have her in 
custody. Mrs. Brantalso denies that they 
havechanged Amy Brant’s name to that of 
Gracie Carpenter in order to conceal her 
whereabouts from Brant or to defeat his 
legai right to her cust : 

Mrs. Brant then says that she is the mother 
of the child and that they are living with the 
child’s nd-parents at 1019 North 
Eighteenth street, who are fit persons to 
have the custody of a child of tender years; 
while she herself has all the tender love an 
affection of a mother for ber sali child. On 
the other hand, R. O. Brant is not fit to have 
such custody; he isa man of unfeeling dis- 
position, not kind, is without natural affec- 
tion, is altogether selfish ana does not possess

Before 
that time, however, as well as ever since, she 
has cared for the child her own exertions, 
except when she has been living with the 
Carpenters, who are her ews *s 
parents. And she is stili able to cafe for it 
and furnish it a good home, ote. Sue and 
her parents are now endeavoring to give it 
prover training and a good education. The 
child is a delicate and nervous one, and needs 
the constant care and nurture of her mother, 
and it would not be good to remove her from 
“i 8 surroundings.
